But that too is bogus. In fact, says 
Horne, for-profit health care costs 
more and is.of lower quality. “All 
the evidence favours not-for-profit 
health care.” 

The pressure to privatize is 
coming from the private sector, 
which stands to benefit from the 
erosion of the public system, and 
Horne points a finger at private 
clinics, which she believes are 
actively involved in lobbying the 
Klein government. 

But although the Parkland 
report concluded that privatiza- 
tion is not the way to go, it does 
make recommendations for our 
beleaguered health system: a bet- 
ter prescription drug plan, a more 
integrated home-care system, 
improved care from front-line 
doctors, and better promotion of 
healthy living. 

Horne and co-author Trevor 
Harrison presented their report to 
the Romanow Commission on the 
Future of Health Care in Canada 
last Tuesday.

Edmonton’s animals are making 
whoopie. Moreover, they're mak- 
ing babies. 

The coyotes and robins and 
bunnies and deer have been busy 
fornicating and the products of 
their amours have been popping 
their cute little furry / feathery 
heads up all around town. 

Unfortunately, however, many 
of them are being inadvertently 
kidnapped. 

“People think Bambi shouldn’t 
be by himself,” says Kim Allan, 
founder of the Wildlife 
Rehabilitation Centre. The result 
is that critters are poached from 
the wild and brought to the 
Centre for care. But in most cases, 
Bambi/ Thumper / Wiley hasn't 
been abandoned at all, but left 
alone while Mom is off foraging 
for food. 

The animals brought to the shel- 
ter are either cared for on the 
premises or farmed out to volun- 
teers until they are old enough to 
be reintroduced to the wild. A rel- 
atively new program, however, 
has inmates at the Edmonton 
Institution for Women caring for 
baby robins.

SOMETIMES IT TAKES JUST THE 
smallest change to reap the 
biggest dividends. That can be 
said to be true for bassist Jarred 
Muir and his band, Gate. 

Muir, along with veteran drum- 
mer Chris Seguin and power- 
house vocalist Teresa Brownrigg, 
played together as Indefenceof 
until guitarist Allan Harding (ex- 
Generica) signed on to complete 
the current lineup, renaming 
themselves to take part in the 
time-honoured tradition (the 
Doors, Portal) of entry-way rock 
bands. The chemistry was instant 
and apparent to the group and 
other onlookers; a fan base was 
quickly built upon and popular 
demand forced the group’s hand. 
A sojourn with producer lan 
Martin (Stirling) resulted in the 
group’s first EP. 

“We did this album just because 
we were getting a lot of requests 
for one as we played,” explains 


the bassist. “We wanted to be able 
to give something to the people 
coming to the show.” 

This Friday, May 17 at the Rev, 
Muir and his band-mates wiil be 
able to give something back to 
their dedicated fans, and also to 
celebrate with the supportive 
scene that has grown up around 
Gate and their fellow travellers. 
“We do have a core group of 
friends and we all go to each 
other’s shows. Like the night 
before we were all at the Broken 
Nose show, and Phork was there, 
Truth was there, we were there — 
everyone. We try to be at every 
show they play. It doesn’t matter 
what we're doing, where they are, 
or how much it is. It’s a given. No 
question.” 

The hard rock scene in 
Edmonton is a fractured one, and 
Muir believes Gate falls between 
the cracks, drawing on diverse 
influences and melding them into 
a highly personalized sound. 

“ All we can really tell you is 
that we’re emotionally driven, 
progressive hard rock,” he finally 
says, after considering the ques- 
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tion for a few seconds. “Whatever 
you want to call it. ] mean, we 
have a lot of influences coming 
from bands like Tool, Deftones, 
System of a Down, but we're also 
very much into Moneen and the 
emo side.” 

Having such an elusive sound 
may make it hard to pigeonhole 
the band, but it also makes for 
interesting reactions from first- 
time listeners. 

“We ask people what we sound 
like, and we've had many people 
come up and say, y’ know, ‘We 
don’t know who you sound like, 
I’ve never heard this before, but I 
can only tell you how I feel when 
I'm listening to you.’ That's all ] 
can tell you.” 

A good deal of that can be 
attributed to the vivid imagery of 
Brownrigg’s lyrics, and her three- 
octave vocal range. 

“Typically, when I listen to 
other females fronting bands, 
they're either screaming their face 
off or they're singing all pretty,” 
asserts the bassist. “I’ve never 
heard a girl sing like Theresa, with 
a full chest voice, I’ve never heard 
a girl do that. She belts it out, and 
keeps up with the guys, freaking 
out and playing heavy riffs. No 
one’s ever told us that we sound 
like anyone else.”

Rohinton’s latest novel revisits his native

“Indian authors writing about that 
period” knowing that they each 
have to keep telling the story of 
the “catalogue of horrors” that 
occurred at Partition and after. 
Mistry says evil is beyond com- 
prehension; by repeating the sto- 
ries the memory will be kept alive. 
But isn’t this scab-picking? 
Mistry looks out the window for 
several moments before answer- 
ing. “I do not agree with that,” he 
replies carefully. “It’s more like a 
scar, which must not be concealed 
by plastic surgery. Let the scar 
remains to remember the events.”

It wasn’t long ago that Carolyn 
(bass) and I (guitar) headed out 
onto one of the most treasured 
ingle tracks in the Canadian 
Rockies — The Lake Minnewanka 
irail, located in Banff National 
Park. Sprinkled with gruelling 
te hnical climbs, erazy downhill 
lings, and easy-rolling side hills, 
his trail is excellent for all levels 
of riders. But it is also an easy 
place to get caught a long way 
itom home when the sun sudden- 
ly slips behind one of the sur- 
bounding mountains. 

Having played until 2 a.m. the 
Previous night, Carolyn and I did 
ot start our ascent to the lake 
til 2 in the afternoon. It was 
early October and the sun was 
Warm, so we decided on light 
polypro underlayers and wind- 
proof jackets. The first 20 minutes 
Were nasty, with a steady incline

After my second wipe-out I heard 
1 helicopter coming. Immediatel 
dropping our scarred bikes, we 
searched the sky for a possible 
rescue, 

The helicopter crew saw us and 
landed down on the shore. I sud- 
denly felt stupid and embarrassed 
as two park rescuers started 
scrambling towards us. We were 
scraped up and hungry but that 
was all. It would have been way 
cooler had I broken something. 

Our rescuers, Rupert and Percy, 
gaff-taped our bikes to the side of 
the helicopter and we were flown 
back to Banff, where our band- 
mates and manager were waiting 
at the park ranger station. We 
hugged and a few apologies were 
made. The park wardens 
explained how we had ridden 36 
km to Ghost Lakes, and that it 
would have taken another full 
day of hiking over Carrot Creek 
pass to get back to Banff. 

I spent the rest of the day 
lounging, trying to get psyched 
for the night’s performance. Once 
at the club, more apologies were 
made to the staff and to the audi- 
ence and then it was time to for- 
get about it and rock on. 

We were right back on our 
bikes the next day, pounding 


through the Banff Trail. This time, 


we told at least three people 
where we were going. We also 
brought more than enough food 
and water, some matches, some 
first aid supplies, and our drum- 
mer.

IT’S NOT A STRETCH TO SUGGEST THAT, 
in the main, Edmontonians are 
creatures of habit when it comes to 
dining out, People like to know 
what they’re getting before it 
arrives, and cookie-cutter hash- 
slingers like Earl’s or Boston Pizza 
as well as smaller formula restau- 
rants like the Chianti-Fiore axis 
make hay on consistent meal prep 
and presentation. At least 
Edmonton’s apparent passion for 
buffet restaurants seems to be on 
the wane. 

In its second decade of business, 
Turtle Creek Café seems to have 
snuggled itself into the niche of 
the dependable, pleasantly deco- 
rated, mid-range eatery that hasn’t 
predicated its survival on startling 
your tastebuds. This can be a good 
thing — no one likes to be present- 
ed w vith a meal they can’t stomach 
— but then there’s such a thing as 
playing it too safe. 

The inside of Turtle Creek is 
actually pretty pleasant this time 
of the year. The framed travel 
posters and neutral colour scheme 
are a tad generic, but the sunlight 
streaming through the windows 
and skylights and profusion of 
trees and plants made for a nice 
place to pass noon hour. The 
lunch menu was a varied selection 
of soups, sandwiches, burgers, 
pastas and pizzas with a few 
appetizers and salads thrown in

The café also 
boasts a sizable wine list, with 
most vintages available by the 
glass, and featured desserts. 
Rather than cave in to the first 
chicken burger that whetted my 
appetite, | gave the menu a good 
eyeballing ‘and settled on the small 
spinach salad ($5.95) with mush- 
rooms, artichokes, tomatoes and 
parmesan cheese and a raspberry- 


yogurt vinaigrette, followed bya ~ 


small order of duck pasta ($7.95) 
— linguine topped with duck 
meat and sauteed mushrooms in a 
spicy Asian-style sauce. My com- 
panions opted for the three-cheese 
pizza ($10.95) and appetizer sam- 
pler platter ($11.95) respectively. 

First the good news: the service, 
if impersonal, was at least prompt 
and efficient. When the food 
arrived, the portions were ample 
the dinner plate full of spinach 
salad made me wonder if I had 
been given a large serving. 
Unfortunately, the food itself was 
not so distinguished as to make 
me excited about the generous 
helping. The salad was fresh — 
except the tomatoes, which 
betrayed signs of having been cut 
well prior to being served — but 
the raspberry-yogurt dressing tast- 
ed disappointingly like raspberry 
yogurt. This wouldn’t have been 
so bad if there had been some con- 
trasting flavours to add tanginess, 
but the white mushrooms, arti- 
choke hearts and sprinkling of 
cheese weren’t enough to enliven 
the bland seasoning.

Beck attributes this to the shift from hunting 
and gathering to agricultural-based, patriarchal 
societies. 

Once men owned property that they could 
pass on to sons, she says, it became very impor- 
tant to make sure you knew your wife's kids were 
your own — by ensuring she was a virgin when 
you married her, of course 

Beck says the more patriarchal societies of

Once virginity was established as a require- 
ment for marriage, proving it became de rigueur 
Ghecking the sheets for. bloodstains after-the

Still, according to Beck, as recently as 1978, a 
study done among Bulgarian Gypsies discovered 
that after the wedding night, the husband's family 
would pour plum brandy onto the bloodstained 
sheets of the bride.
